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JUNE IS DAIRY MONTH 
What Are We Waiting For?

BECAUSE JUNE IS upon us, we sat 
at our desk the other day, trying to 
think of something new and different 
to say about June Dairy Month—isn’t 
that what June is all about? 

Being associated with one of the 
New York-New Jersey milksheds’ larg- 
est milk marketing co-operatives, our 
thoughts naturally turned to the mean- 
ing of June Dairy Month for our 
members—the dairy farmers who pro- 
duce more than 25 percent of the milk 
sold in the NY-NJ Federal Order Mar- 
ket and who sell their milk through 
the co-operative marketing efforts of 
Northeast Dairy Co-operative Federa- 
tion. 

It occurred to us that maybe June 
Dairy Month doesn’t have much of 
any meaning to dairy farmers. We 
asked a few of them about it. Their 
replies indicated they think of June 
Dairy Month as that time each year 
when milk and dairy products get 
special attention by the advertising 
industry in response to special efforts 
by the American Dairy Association to 
sell more milk. The other important 


thing about June for dairymen is that 
it is the month when cows can be 
turned out to pasture. 


This ho-hum attitude of dairy 
farmers—not only toward June Dairy 
Month, but toward the total job of 
milk marketing has us perplexed. 

The dairy industry, meaning dairy 
farmers in particular, is involved in a 
mounting battle with the vegetable oil 
interests for the minds and the food 
dollars of consumers. Leading that 
battle in behalf of the vegetable oil 
group is the American Heart Associa- 
tion (AHA), a well-financed, private, 
philanthropic organization using pub- 
lic gifts to carry on its national cam- 
paign to reduce the intake of animal 
(saturated) fats by consumers and to 
promote the intake of vegetable (un- 
saturated) fats. 


Lacking conclusive scientific evi- 
dence that animal fats in the diet 
increase the risks of heart disease, or 
that vegetable fats reduce those risks, 
it is difficult to avoid the disturbing 
cenclusion that AHA has become a 
powerful public influence for the veg- 
etable oil interests. The success of 
AHA’s efforts seems plainly visible in 
the rising consumer demand for low- 
fat or skim milk, ice milk and other 
low-fat fluid milk items, and the de- 
clining sales of fluid whole milk and 
most other high-fat milk products. 
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The dairy farmers’ representatives in 
this struggle for consumer preference 
and consumer dollars are the market- 
ing co-operatives that sell milk and 
dairy products for their members, the 
American Dairy Association (ADA), 
and other dairy-oriented research or- 
ganizations such as the National Dairy 
Council (NDC), Dairy Research In- 
corporated (DRINC) and in our own 
region Dairy Development Incorpo- 
rated (DDI). By comparison with AHA 
and the large advertising budgets put 
up by the vegetable oil interests, the 

iry farmers’ marketing, advertising, 
and research organizations are very 
inadequately funded. In terms of the 
amount spent for market development 
and promotion, milk and dairy prod- 
ucts are third from last in a long list of 
food items competing for consumer 
favor. Under these conditions it is not 
difficult to see why marketing 
co-operatives have problems finding 
satisfactory and profitable outlets for 
members’ milk. 

Milk marketing co-operatives across 
the nation have begun to recognize 
and deal with this problem. Their 
leaders have designated the United 
Dairy Industry Association (UDIA) at 
the national level as the organization 
responsible for providing adequate 
funds for ADA, NDC and DRINC. 
Here in our own marketing area the 
American Dairy Association, the vari- 
ous local Dairy Council units, and 
Dairy Development, Inc. are closely 
allied with the national effort. All of 
these groups are working on plans for 
more widespread support by dairy 
farmers of co-operative marketing and 
marketwide participation in market 
research, nutrition research, product 
development, and more effective ad- 
vertising and sales promotion pro- 
grams. 

June Dairy Month in this year of 
1971 will have accomplished much if 
it can succeed in alerting dairy farmers 
to the essential nature of successful 
co-operative marketing efforts backed 
by effective corollary efforts in market 
research, nutrition research, product 
development, advertising and sales pro- 
motion. 

Competition in the marketplace is 
one of the greatest challenges facing 
the dairy industry, and the competi- 
tion being provided by AHA and the 
vegetable oil interests should serve to 
unite dairy farmers in a total 
co-operative milk marketing effort.

Silo Fires 


WHAT’S GOOD about a barn fire? 
Nothing, unless you compare it with a 
silo fire—one of the newest plagues to 
hit farmers. 

With a barn fire at least, the blaze 
goes out when the barn burns down—if 
not before. And the whole thing takes 
only a couple of hours. 

Not so with silo conflagrations. 
They’re almost impossible to extin- 
guish permanently before they burn 
themselves out—and that can take 
months. On the record books are one 
fire that burned from October to 
January and another that began in the 
fall and was still active the following 
April. 

Silo fires can get their start with 
only the slightest amount of outside 
air—air that filters through supposedly 
airtight walls, leaks through cracks or 
bolt holes, or enters at unloading ports 
or doors. 

Micro-organisms in the forage use 
oxygen trapped within the silage at 
filling time to cause the initial heating 
up. After this oxygen is gone, outside 
air must enter to support slow oxida- 
tion and eventually spontaneous com- 
bustion. 

There appears to be a critical mois- 
ture level—researchers at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin believe it may be 45 
percent—below which silage is apt to 
burn. Consequently unless a silo is 
known to be definitely airtight, it 
shouldn’t be filled with alfalfa, clover, 
or grass silage containing between 20 
and 45 percent moisture.

OFFSPRING OF 
PROVISIONAL REGISTRATION 


DAMS 
Age Exception Ends July 1 


THE FOLLOWING WILL be of 
interest to owners who have two-year- 
old female offspring of cows that 
qualify for Provisional Registration. 

The Provisional Registration Pro- 
gram, as initiated July 1, 1970, 
provides that eligible female offspring 
of a Provisional Registration dam born 
prior to acceptance of the dam, will be 
eligible for entry in the Herd Register 
if under two years of age at the time 
the dam’s application is received in the 
Club office. Thus, the two-year rule 
applied to offspring born no earlier 
than July 1, 1968 at the time 
Provisional Registration became effec- 
tive July 1, 1970. 

However, the following two matters 
interrupted a routine cycle in starting 
the above procedure: 

(a) Before it was known Provisional 
Registration would be initiated, a vote 
of change in the By-Laws was 
necessary at the 1970 Annual Meeting 
followed by the preparation of appli- 
cation forms and advising owners of 
the new program. 

(b) The 18-month type classifica- 
tion cycle per area delayed owners 
from making application for Provision- 
al Registration dams until a classifica- 
tion schedule was available to them. 

Therefore, at its November, 1970 
meeting, the Board took a practical 
approach on the above two matters 
and voted to suspend until July 1, 
1971 the two-year age rule for 
registration of female offspring born 
since July 1, 1968 out of Provisional 
Registration dams. 

Application may be made to register 
eligible female offspring born since 
July 1, 1968, provided the dam’s 
Provisional Registration application is 
received in our office by July 1, 1971. 
After that date, only those eligible 
female offspring under two years of 
age at the time the dam’s Provisional 
Registration application is received at 


the Club will be accepted for entry in 
the Herd Register. 

The regular fee schedule applies to 
the registration of females from 
Provisional Registration dams, with 
penalty fees applying to those animals 
over eight months of age. 


Grade Breeding Receipts 


Grade breeding receipts will not be 
accepted to register a female offspring 
of a Provisional Registration dam. The 
inseminator must issue a regular PDCA 
breeding receipt after confirming iden- 
tity of the dam with the data on the 
grade breeding receipt and the Provi- 
sional Registration certificate. 

We, therefore, urge that you in- 
struct your inseminator to issue a 
regular breeding receipt for any 
potential Provisional Registration ani- 
mals that are inseminated. This will 
avoid any problems of identification 
which may arise later to register 
eligible female offspring.

PROTEIN [NV MILK !/°

An address before The Midwest Milk Marketing Conference 
Urbana, Ill., April 6, 1971 


PRODUCING AND distributing 
milk of special quality has been a 
lifelong struggle for me. In the 1920s 
we formed the Guernsey Milk Pro- 
ducers Association of Waukesha, Wis- 
consin. We wholesaled GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY Milk to both Milwaukee 
and Chicago distributors. In the 1930s, 
our distributors seemed to lose interest 
in this special milk, and so we formed 
Golden Guernsey Dairy Co-operative 
so we could process and distribute our 
own milk in Milwaukee. 

The basic difference in milk, and 
the color and flavor between properly 
produced Guernsey milk and other 
milk, created a demand which soon 
gave us a substantial business. In our 
early years we began the use of a color 
testing machine and the payment of 
premiums to farmers for producing 
milk of good color. This was particu- 
larly valuable when we began market- 
ing skim milk. 

In the 1940s, we had the opportuni- 
ty to become familiar with the Froker 
formula of paying for solids in milk. 
Dr. Rudolph Froker, of the University 
of Wisconsin, developed the formula 
and together with his assistants, which 
included our present Secretary of Agri- 
culture Clifford Hardin, explained its 
application to our farm members at a 
series of meetings. 

By the time we had expanded our 
operations to include Holstein produc- 
ers as we were unable to get enough 
Guernsey milk to meet our demands, 
we had achieved recognition for better 
tasting milk. The Guernsey milk that 
went into our blended supply was also 
purchased on a premium basis as we 
felt it was important to maintain color 
and flavor in all of our products. 

Later we found it necessary to 
market a two percent all Guernsey 
milk in addition to the less than one 
percent skim, and these two low-fat 
milks continue to show rapid growth 
and consumer preference. 

With our interest in giving the pub- 
lic milk, better than the ordinary, and 
thus increasing total milk consump- 
tion, our laboratory technicians under 
the leadership of Ernest Haugen, be- 
came interested in protein testing. 
Ernest Haugen corresponded with 
authorities in Holland and secured 
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their plan of paying for milk on the 
basis of fat and protein. He began 
using the orange dye test that had 
been developed by Prof. Udy of Wash- 
ington State Agricultural College. 


In the 1950s, we developed a plan, 
under the guidance of Dy. Froker, of 
paying premiums for extra protein in 
the milk to our producers. This was 
applied to both Guernsey and Holstein 
producers. The premium comes from a 
three cent per cwt. protein reserve 
fund and a fat penalty—we established 
fat standards for herd classifications 
and the excess fat penalty goes into 
the protein pool, and is paid out based 
on the protein test of the milk pro- 
duced. 

A number of our producers, espe- 
cially those with Guernsey herds, have 
had their herds individually tested for 
protein. While for many years, this was 
done in our own laboratories under 
the supervision of our production su- 
perintendent, Ernest Haugen, there 
now is a DHIA association which does 
this testing of individual cows. 

It has been very interesting to note 
the opportunities to breed and feed 
for higher protein. We recently had a 
Guernsey cow at McKerrow Farms 
that finished with over 14,000 lbs. of 
milk that contained 524 Ibs. of fat and 
536 lbs. of protein. 

Dr. Stewart Johnson of Connecticut 
Agricultural — has observed our 
operation closely for several years and 
we quote from a recent communica- 
tion from him: (Dairy Marketing, 
March 1971) 


PROTEIN PRICE: DIFFEREN- 
TIALS FOR MILK 

Reasons for preferring a protein 
price to one for nonfat solids are: 

1. Protein is the variable part of 
nonfat milk solids. 

2. Protein is nutritionally more im- 
portant than lactose, the other major 
nonfat solid in milk. About 22 percent 
of the protein in our diet comes from 
milk. 

3. In fluid milk, some people have a 
low lactose tolerance. There is no 
similar problem with protein. 

4.In fluid milk, apparently there 
are greater flavor problems from build- 
ing up lactose than from building up 


protein (though solid evidence is lack- 
ing). 

5.In manufacturing, protein con- 
tent influences the powder yield as 
much as lactose and mineral content, 
and influences cheese yields more. 

6. Possibly protein content influ- 
ences prices of nonfat dry milk and 
wet nonfat solids — if not now, per- 
haps so in the future. 

7. Reliable protein tests are now 
available at low cost, and the new 
electronic tests are better for protein 
than for nonfat or total solids. 

8. Protein content of milk can be 
affected by breeding and culling pro- 
grams, but not other nonfat solids. 

Dr. Truman Graf, of the Wisconsin 
Agricultural College, recently wrote: 
(A Realistic Approach to Milk Pricing, 
January 1968) 

The dairy industry would find it 
profitable to place more emphasis on 
nonfat solids, and in particular the 
protein content of dairy products. The 
protein content of dairy products 
must be given more emphasis if sales 
are to be maximized. While there are 
many other valuable components in 
dairy products, protein is the most 
readily recognizable to consumers and 
thus more marketable. It appears to 
have more “glamour” as far as con- 
sumer motivation is concerned. Also 
emphasizing protein, would give milk a 
competitive wedge in dealing with 
imitation milks, which have a lower 
protein content than regular milk. 
Emphasizing this could be important 
in encouraging consumers to use milk, 
since consumers ARE protein con- 
scious. Increased emphasis on pricing 
the protein component of milk as such 
at both the farm and dairy level should 
be tied in with this increased sales 
emphasis on protein. 


We believe that the way, in the 
1970s and the future, to increase milk 
consumption, is to give the public 
better milk. With Federal Milk Market- 
ing marketwide pools, where all milk is 
treated alike, it is hard to do this. 
However, our Co-operative has had 
excellent cooperation from the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture on modi- 
fied division of our premiums with the 
ordered price. We believe the same 
cooperation will exist with the large 
bargaining cooperatives which are now 
being organized. 

Gene Divine, of the Milwaukee Sen- 
tinel, recently quoted a University of 
Missouri study which shows that taste 
plays a more important role in deter- 
mining consumer demand than the 
traditional factors of relative prices 
and income. This conclusion is taken 
from a statement by Prof. Hatfield, 
Research Division of the American 
Farm Bureau.

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Proper Harvesting of Milk — 
A Big Job for our Dairymen 


JUNE IS DAIRY MONTH, but in the production of high 
quality milk, every day and every month is equally important 
to dairymen. Today, more attention to better feeding and 
management practices are paramount, but we must never lose 
sight of the need to maintain proper milking practices and 
sanitation. 


Guernsey Milk Is Known For 
Distinct Flavor and Quality 


The Guernsey cow has always been noted for nutritious, 
healthful, flavorful, high quality table milk. In these times 
Guernsey breeders can point with pride to the fact that they 
are producing a milk that consumers want and are willing to 
buy. They can be assured that, when given the opportunity, 
consumers will buy Guernsey milk, and that their product 
will continue to help improve the health of the nation’s 
people. 


Sanitation Is Important 


Clean milk, clean utensils, clean milking equipment, clean 
vacuum lines and clean bulk tanks are necessary to produce 
the best and highest quality milk. 

Keep barns and yards clean. Success or failure depends a 
great deal on the people who milk the cows, care for the 
equipment and do the many chores necessary and connected 
with proper harvesting of quality milk. 

The dairyman who remembers that quality milk is his 
business, who pays attention to the business of milking, who 
follows these and other sound dairy management practices, 
and feeds plenty of high quality forage, properly 
supplemented with protein, mineral, vitamins and other 
essential nutrients, will have the best chance for profitable 
dairy farming. 

Guard Against Off-Flavors 


Quality milk, in addition to being clean and of low 
bacterial count, must be free from objectionable flavors. 
Sudden changes from winter feeding schedules to pasture in 
spring can cause objectionable flavors in milk. Certain forages 
may produce objectionable flavors. 

Proper management of cattle feeding is important in flavor 
control. Take cows off pasture four to five hours before 
milking. Limit amount of flavor-causing forages by 
supplementing with dry hay and green chopped feeds known 
to be non-flavor producing. Feed silages after milking. Shift 
gradually from winter to summer feed and avoid sudden 
changes in feeding. 


Speak Up For Guernsey Milk 


Let us continue to stress quality and give the distributors 
and consumers a Guernsey milk that has long been symbolic 
of flavor and top nutrition. Quality products have always 
been in demand and are never in oversupply. It is important 
that Guernsey breeders continue to work to promote their 
breed and its quality, flavorful milk.

Educational Forum 


On Tuesday morning at 9:00 a.m., 
an educational program, arranged by 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
was enjoyed by Guernsey breeders and 
their friends. 
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Richard H. Merritt, Farmington, Conn., 
reelected director of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club and speaker at the Educa- 
tional Forum.

Bud also extended an invita- 
tion to attend the 1973 Annual Meeting of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, Or- 
lando, Florida.

The first speaker on the program 
was Richard H. Merritt, director of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
and owner of Old Farms Guernseys, 
Farmington, Connecticut. Dick pre- 
sented “A Challenge to Guernsey Pro- 
ducers” and his timely remarks were 
well received by the group. A few 
highlights from the speech are as fol- 
lows: Two major factors contributing 
to our present predicament are (1) The 
highly publicized attack on butterfat 
by the American Heart Association. 
Although there is good reason to 
believe that its statements are poorly 
substantiated from a true research 
standpoint, no one has seriously chal- 
lenged this organization. Our entire 
dairy industry and consumers alike 
have been hurt by the arrogant, delib- 
erate attack by the American Heart 
Association. 

Both the dairy industry and con- 
sumers have a moral right to challenge 
the American Heart Association if it is 
hiding behind the image of profession- 
alism to advance the interests of the 
vegetable oil industry. There is suffi- 
cient evidence that this should be done 
immediately. There is considerable re- 
search data available that the milk 
industry can use to counter the biased 
claims of the AHA. Recently there is 
evidence that the AHA is being used as 
a tool by the vegetable oil industry. 
The National Dairy Council has proven 
that the Heart Association has been 
subsidized to the tune of six million 
dollars by the vegetable oil industry 
already. Think about this. 


We have a choice: to continue our 
present route—or to stand up and be 
counted with a desire to see justice 
done. I believe this effort—the job of 
changing the Heart Association’s atti- 
tude toward animal fats—rightly be- 
longs to the National Milk Producers 
Federation. 

However, let me warn you— 
producers of high-solids milk, we have 
allowed the federation to be complete- 
ly controlled by Holstein people— 
producers of low-solids milk. 

I tried to arouse some interest in 
starting an effort to work on changing 
this attitude of the Heart Association 
within our own Guernsey Board but 
couldn’t get to first base. 

(2) A second major factor relating 
to our present predicament involves 
the attitude of producers of naturally 
high-solids milk. In general we have 
too often felt that the high quality of 
that milk insured it a market. We have 
been apathetic with an attitude of “‘let 
someone else do it” when it comes to 
serving as producer representatives in 
the milk industry. We have allowed the 
producers of milk that can in no way 
compare to ours to completely control 
our entire milk marketing system— 
producer cooperatives, federal orders, 
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legislative efforts, etc. Our apathy has 
resulted in serious damage to our 
breed milk programs and our milk is 
used to upgrade other milk for 
consumer acceptance. 

Let’s take a look at the milk mar- 
keting picture. In 1960, 61 percent of 
all milk was sold through farmer 
co-ops. In 1970 this had increased to 
68 percent. By 1980, economists pre- 
dict the figure will be around 80 
percent. Co-ops are merging, growing 
and gaining bargaining power. 

Meanwhile radical changes have oc- 
curred in distribution. Five years ago 
in Connecticut there were over 160 
licensed distributors. Today the num- 
ber is around 40. Some firms merged 
but mostly the decline in numbers is 
due to the loss of producer- 
distributors, who, in general marketed 
naturally higher-solids milk with flavor 
that appealed to consumers. Home 
delivery is fast disappearing. 

Among our producers of high-solids 
milk, we have a few dedicated, knowl- 
edgeable men that do a great job and 
exert some influence within milk pro- 
ducer co-ops. They are all too few and 
they need help. As producers, we need 
to think of replacement leaders and 
more troops. Producers of lower-solids 
milk claim to furnish about 75 percent 
of production. If that figure is correct, 
and I believe it is about right, then the 
ratio of “high-solids” directors is way 
low. I am the only one on a board of 
27! I am not sure of figures on boards 
countrywide, but I am sure it does not 
even approach the four to one ratio it 
should be for us to have fair represen- 
tation and voice in the marketplace. 

Let’s all get involved in milk mar- 
keting. Let’s quietly infiltrate the 
ranks. We must make an effort to be 
heard. 

First, become delegates and direc- 
tors of your co-op locals. You have the 
ability and personalities to do it. Sec- 
ond, move up to delegates and then 
directors of the larger body. As the 
political sifting occurs, some of you 
will emerge as co-op leaders which our 
breed needs. We can no longer allow 
our major breed competitor to com- 
pletely dominate our milk marketing. I 
warn you that this will take time, but 
the time to study, to work, to plan is 
NOW! There must be a desire to 
accomplish our goals and get with the 
job. In spite of many misconcep- 
tions—surveys show that milk is the 
favorite beverage of the college-age 
generation. The market potential is 
there if we have the fortitude to fight 
for it with a quality product.

related his experiences with the Cen- 
tral Indiana Guernsey Producers Asso- 
ciation and his story was food for 
thought from which other groups may 
benefit. 

The organization was chartered in 
the state of Indiana in September, 
1949. From that time until 1960, it 
was strictly a breed organization that 
represented its members in milk mar- 
keting matters. In April, 1960 hearings 
were held by the USDA to gather 
evidence for the establishment of a 
Federal Milk Marketing Order in the 
Indianapolis marketing area. It was at 
this time that Mr. G. L. McFarland, 
Sr., in his wisdom, remarked to Bob 
that it was almost 100 percent certain 
that a federal order would be insti- 
tuted and serious thought should be 
given to qualifying Central Indiana 
Guernsey Breeders as a marketing 
co-op. The next 26 months were spent 
in accomplishing the things that Mr. 
McFarland believed in and urged them 
to do. All during this time Mr. Mac 
kept asking how the program was 
coming and his advice, help and en- 
couragement were a tremendous factor 
in helping to get the job done. 

The organization was fortunate to

have an independent testing laboratory 
in Indianapolis. Arrangements were 
made to have the producers’ milk 
tested for butterfat content. The W. K. 
Moseley Laboratory started this ser- 
vice and is still doing the work. The 
organization became a fully approved 
co-op in June, 1962. Since that time a 
total of 130,239,227 lbs. of qualified 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY Milk has been 
marketed by the Central Indiana 
Guernsey Breeders Producers Co-op., 
Inc. 

The co-op started out charging a 
marketing fee of five cents per hun- 
dredweight. Two years ago the rate 
was raised to six cents per cwt., and 
this is the rate being charged today. 
Other co-operatives in the area are 
charging more. To date the marketing 
fee has amounted to $67,381.82. It is 
a small organization with only 50 
producer members, so it is easy to see 
that organizations with thousands of 
members could have available a large 
fund to build and help milk sales and 
producers. 

Since 1962, the W. K. Moseley Lab- 
oratory has been doing all the testing. 
The butterfat averages are arrived at 
by averaging five fresh samples spaced 
throughout the month. If a producer’s 
test varies more than .15 percent from 
one sampling to another, both are 
thrown out and a new sample is taken. 

The CIGB, Inc. was one of the first 
co-operatives to offer its members 
leucocyte count tests. Protein tests are 
also run on producer receipts. For 
these services the charge is only one 
cent per hundredweight. Golden 
Guernsey, Inc. receives one cent per 
cwt. and the remaining four cents per 
cwt. goes into the CIGB, Inc. fund. 
Operating costs are kept to a minimum 
and no officer or director takes any 
pay for his services. 

The money left over, after expenses, 
is used as a promotional fund. There is 
also a supplemental contract, which is 
entirely voluntary, and this calls for 
two cents per cwt. to be deducted for 
additional promotion. During the 
months of April, May, June and July 
the money goes to ADA for its pro- 
grams. The remaining eight months the 
money is used by the co-op for adver- 
tising to promote GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY Milk instead of just milk. It is the 
board of directors’ feeling that this is a 
very important part of the marketing 
plan. Although this two cents addi- 
tional charge is voluntary, all members 
are participating. 

When the assets and debits of this 
small co-operative are weighed, the 
advantages far outweigh the debits. 
The organization has been successful 
in fairly representing the producer 
= Po gg the distributor and 
producer fairly and makin i 
better for all concerned. pansies 
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Marvin Van Mersbergen, Lynden, Wash., 
speaker at the Educational Forum. 


It would not have been possible to 
accomplish this without the help of 
men like Mr. McFarland, Fred Seiss, 
Fred Duff and others. 

This plan can be duplicated by 
others, throughout the country, where 
marketing conditions are similar and 
favorable. This is one more example of 
a group of breeders doing something 
to help themselves get a better job 
done. 


Formation of Special Puget 
Sound “High-Solids Milk Produc- 
ers Co-operatives” 


Robert L. Goheen related his exper- 
iences in working with marketing the 
high-solids milks for All-Jersey, Gold- 
en Guernsey and Channel Island Milks. 
In his talk Bob related the experience 
of All-Jersey in marketing their milk 
over the past eight years. He also told 
of the-efforts by Guernsey breeders in 
the Puget Sound area to do something 
about their marketing problems. 

For many years we have heard that 
the high-solids breeds “sweeten” or 
enrich the milk in any milk market. 
This is a correct statement and in 
many cases they have actually made 
the milk saleable or upgraded it to the 
legal standards. 

There are many ways that the high- 
solids breeds have tried to recover 
some of the extra value that is inher- 
ent in their milk. The Golden Guern- 
sey program has accomplished this for 
a few as has the All-Jersey program. A 
great effort has been made by the 
Guernsey and Jersey breeds to provide 
their breeders with as many ways 
possible to earn a better living in the 
dairy business. 

During the last year, a committee of 
Guernsey breeders began 
ating to see if it could start a Guernsey 
milk program in the Seattle market. 
There had been a token program for 
some time but lack of a constant, 
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dependable supply kept the program 
from growing. The committee worked 
many long hours trying to keep its 
allegiance to the large co-operative and 
still get the Guernsey milk sold. After 
exhaustive efforts it became evident 
that the breeders’ prime interest must 
be with the Guernsey cow and her 
milk. Membership in the large co- 
operative has many advantages but 
when it comes to marketing a special 
breed milk, and the breed is a minority 
breed in the association, great prob- 
lems develop. It is difficult to have a 
board of directors whose members are 
mostly Holstein men making the deci- 
sions. Large co-operatives have a mar- 
keting program for bulk deliveries that 
does not lend itself to breed milk. To 
assure a handler a constant supply of 
Guernsey milk that is not affected by 
too many uncontrolled factors, the 
committee took the necessary steps to 
form the Northwest Guernsey Associa- 
tion. 

This co-operative has negotiated 
with Foremost-McKesson Dairy in 
Seattle and now has a milk program 
that will exceed one million pounds 
this month. The potential for growth 
is only limited by the number of 
Guernsey cattle available. The North- 
west Guernsey Association at present 
is able to pay a seven-cents-per- 
hundred premium on all milk shipped. 
With an improved market for the 
handlers in Seattle, the Foremost 
Company will be able to pay a better 
premium. At least the producers as a 
co-operative, representing a volume of 
Guernsey milk, will be in a much 
stronger position. 

The breed co-operative idea is not 
new and it has proved itself. It allows 
for breed people to make all the 
decisions about their milk. It concen- 
trates the high-solids milk for handler 
use. It provides the. consumer with a 
carton of milk of natural high-solids 
and golden color. It gives the. con- 
sumer a milk that is recommended by 
the American Dairy Association, inde- 
pendent laboratories, and other au- 
thorities to be the most desired by 
flavor tests with 3.5 percent fat and 
9.5 percent solids-not-fat. It gives a 
handler at least a 20-percent increase 
in cheese yields. It allows a handler to 
expand and sell more breed milk and, 
therefore, gives the national breed 
association more revenue. It increases 
the value of Guernsey cattle. It brings 
in more registrations. It revitalizes all 
breed activities. The objectives for 
marketing are the same for the breed 
co-operative as they are for the large 
co-operative and they can and do 
operate in the same market in harmo- 
ny 


In concluding his comments Bob 
stated that with most of the milk in 
the country being sold through federal

orders, we can compete as breed asso- 
ciations in any federal order. It is our 
belief that this program will meet all 
modern milk marketing requirements 
and provide the Guernsey producers 
with one more tool to improve their 
dairy operation. 

Following the talk by Robert 
Goheen, Marvin Van Mersbergen, 
Markwell Farm, Lynden, one of the 
prime movers in getting the new milk 
marketing program going for Guernsey 
dairymen in Skagit, Whatcom and Sno- 
homish Counties, along with Sam 
Taylor, former field representative, 
Bob Goheen, Floyd Sandell, Lewis 
Van Mersbergen and others, spoke 
about the new program. This is but 
one more example of what can be 
done when Guernsey breeders have the 
desire to get a job done. 


Breed Improvement Programs 


In a _ thought-provoking talk on 
Modern Day Methods of Breed Im- 
provement Programs as offered to 
breeders by the USDA, Dean Plowman 
pulled no punches as he laid it on the 
line as to how he felt that AI units, 
breeders of registered Vs grade Guern- 
seys were doing in the developing of 
better dairy cattle. Throughout his 
talk he made several comparisons as to 
how grade Vs breeders of registered 
Guernseys were doing and he continu- 
ally challenged purebred breeders to 
do a better job. 

He pointed out that the Al units, 
because of the economics of the situa- 
tion, were not going to prove the 
young sires for Guernsey breeders. 
Last year only 17 young Guernsey 
sires were entered into AI for sam- 
pling. We as breeders must do the job 
of getting these young Guernsey bulls 
sampled. 
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Dean said, “the minus bulls of the 
breed are decreasing the genetic inheri- 
tance of the breed. If we stop breeding 
to the minus bulls, they will soon be 
taken out of the AI studs. If we as 
breeders don’t order semen from these 
bulls, they will soon be made unavail- 
able because of lack of demand by 
breeders for their semen. We as breed- 
ers are the only ones who can do 
some thing about the situation.” 

Dean Plowman urged that Guernsey 
breeders use the tools that are avail- 
able to help in doing a better job of 
breeding. Use the sire summary infor- 
mation, rely on the Pred. Diff. and 
insist on breeding to high Plus Milk 
Pred. Diff. bulls. In pointing our How 
to do Better, Dean urged (1) Make 
better use of the good bulls available 
now. Stop using bad bulls, and (2) 
Breed good bulls for sampling. This is 
a tough job, but get them sampled. 
The AI units are not going to do this 
job for you. Remember, high repeat- 
ability means less fluctuation and 
those with the high repeatability are 
more accurately pegged as to transmit- 
ting ability. The future is bright—it 
depends upon us as Guernsey breeders 
as to what we do to improve our own 
position. 

The talk was followed by a question 
and answer period. The interest was 
evident as many Guernsey breeders 
raised questions for Dean to comment 
upon. John Merryman pointed out 
that many top AI sires in the breed 
were sired by minus bulls. He pointed 
out the need to see cows and know 
cow families. John stressed the impor- 
tance of great cows and the need for 
solid pedigrees. The discussion was 
brought to a head when both men 
agreed that it is still necessary to use 
judgment in the selection of sires used. 
The Pred. Diff. is the best available 
means yet devised to measure the 
ability of a bull. It is a tool that should 
be used and, like all tools, it should be 
tempered with sound judgment.

About 350 Guernsey breeders and 
friends enjoyed the banquet. Marius R. 
Vander Griend, Lynden, was called 
upon to give the invocation. Ralph 
Backstrom acted as master of ceremo- 
nies and opened the banquet by calling 
on Floyd Sandell, general convention 
chairman. Floyd extended a welcome 
to all present and introduced many of 
the people who served on the commit- 
tees and were responsible for much of 
the planning and work that was done 
to make the Convention so successful. 
Ralph Backstrom introduced the head 
table and recognized others at the 
banquet including Eugene Meyer, 
Hoard’s Dairyman, Fort Atkinson, 
Wis., and personnel from Washington 
State University and the All-West, 
Curtiss, Genetic’s Inc., Select Sires, 
ABS and Carnation AI Units. Through- 
out the evening, piano music was 
furnished by Roger Quiggle, and the 
group was also entertained by “The 
Poets,” a championship barbershop 
quartet. 

Toastmaster Backstrom also intro- 
duced Donald G. Moos, Washington 
Director of Agriculture, who wel- 
comed everyone present to the Pacific 
Northwest and the great state of Wash- 
ington.

His 
review of dairying and discussion of 
land use and pollution problems was 
most revealing. 


L. O. Colebank Honored 


Following the speech by Donald G. 
Moos, Ralph Backstrom introduced 
Max L. Dawdy, executive secretary- 
treasurer of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, who read the following 
message written by Charles F. Rogers, 
Randolph, New York. 


How a Cow, a Bull and a Man 
Changed the Destiny of Three 
Dairy Breeds of Dairy Cattle 


Strange indeed that one cow has 
been able to wield such a strong 
influence on a breed of dairy cattle. 
Not quite so strange that one bull has 
been able to put a new vigor, a new 
hope and a new stature into another 
breed of dairy cattle. But stranger still 
is the achievement of one man who 
completely made over a breed of dairy 
cattle in the incredibly short space of 
one and one-half decades. 

The Brown Swiss breed had size, 
strength, strong appetites and unparal- 
leled legs. What thebreed needed was 
more symmetry, more dairy character 
and better udders. Then upon the 
scene appeared Jane of Vernon, a 
Wisconsin-bred cow that had exactly 
what the breed lacked. By the judi- 
cious use of her blood a vastly im- 
proved Swiss cow was created. 

The Ayrshire cow had many sterling 
qualities, not the least of these being 
longevity. In a production-minded 
world the breed needed a bull with the 
ability to transmit heavy production. 
Sellwood Betty’s Commander, a 
Canadian-bred bull revolutionized the 
productivity of the Ayrshire cow. 

The Guernsey cow had a loving 


Washington Director of Agriculture Don- 
ald G. Moos, guest speaker at the banquet. 
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disposition and produced a milk of 
unsurpassed flavor. The breed lacked 
uniformity of conformation. It con- 
tained many small cows, a large num- 
ber of medium-sized cows and a few 
large cows. Then Lawrence Colebank, 
a man from Tennessee, was hired as a 
classifier and soon became the sole 
classifier. 

Never before in the history of cattle 
breeding has one cow, one bull or one 
man had such a profound influence in 
shaping the destiny of dairy cattle as 
Lawrence Colebank has had on the 
Guernsey breed. While Jane of Vernon 
put type in the Brown Swiss breed and 
Sellwood Betty’s Commander put milk 
in the Ayrshire breed, the breeds 
remained essentially the same. Not so 
with the Guernsey cow. Lawrence 
Colebank went across the United 
States classifying high the cows that 
excelled in size, upstandingness and 
production until he wrought a new 
breed in just about everything but 
name. 

Today we stand too close to Law- 
rence Colebank to fully comprehend 
the magnitude of his achievement. 
Suffice it to say that in all probability 
many centuries will pass before 
another man wields such an influence 
on a dairy breed as this man has done 
on the Guernsey breed in the last 15 
years. 

To know how this phenomenon has 
taken place it is necessary to under- 
stand the man. If Lawrence Colebank 
had chosen law rather than animal 
husbandry, he very easily could have 
been one of the most sought after trial 
lawyers in the country for, in talking 
with an individual or speaking to a 
small group, he is a very convincing 
man. 

In this period of American history 
when billions upon billions have been 
spent on palatial schools, few realize 
that some of the best teaching has

been done by this man in the cow 
barns. Only a great teacher could have 
made disciples of so many breeders. 

With most breeders and judges size 
seems to have become the most im- 
portant single factor in the Guernsey 
breed. At least the small cow is being 
eliminated from most herds and find- 
ing a place at the bottom of most 
lines. There is essentially nothing 
wrong with working for more size in 
the breed but neither the Guernsey 
breed nor any other breed as now 
constituted can afford to place size 
above dairy character, udders or mo- 
bility. I am not sure that after the 
performance of George Blanda last 
football season it would be wise to 
place it above longevity. 

There has been at least some grum- 
bling about the low ratings given feet 
and legs. We once attended a dispersal 
in the Midwest where a cow was

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extolled as being rated Excellent in 
feet and legs. It was further noted that 
she was the only cow to be accorded 
that honor by the master classifier on 
his last visit to the state which ranked 
as one of the strongest Guernsey states 
in the nation. I might add that if there 
had been a higher rating than Excel- 
lent, that cow’s feet and legs deserved 
it. The man from Tennessee has evalu- 
ated feet and legs correctly and 
deserves great credit for being fearless 
enough to focus attention on this 
major weakness of the breed. 

Permit me to tarry for one fleeting 
moment to pay tribute to those who 
made this discourse possible: to Orbec 
Sperry of Wisconsin, breeder of the 
dream cow, Jane of Vernon; to the 
Stansill Brothers of Canada, breeders 
of the great milk bull, Sellwood 
Betty’s Commander, and to Lawrence 
Colebank of Tennessee, the man who 
in the brief span of 15 years remodel- 
ed the Guernsey breed. 


Toastmaster Backstrom then called 
on Henry C. Venier, High Meadows 
Farm, La Fayette, N. Y., chairman of 
the L. O. Colebank Scholarship Fund, 
to report on the results of the drive for 
funds. The response was most gratify- 
ing and the annual interest earnings 
will be used for an annual Youth 
Scholarship, to be awarded according 
to the basis selected by Lawrence.

Venier and presented to Lawrence:

A stipulation in dedicating this 
Fund is that how the annual Scholar- 
ship shall be awarded and where it 
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shall be awarded is to be your choice. 

The sincere thanks and.appreciation 
of your host of admiring friends is 
extended to you on this joyous occa- 
sion. 


In response Mr. Colebank, visibly 
moved, responded to the presentations 
and humbly said, “the heart speaks 
loudest when the tongue is the quiet- 
est.” “L. O.” indicated that he hoped 
the scholarship would provide help 
and inspiration to 4-H boys or girls for 
years to come. He recognized Mert 
Sowerby as the new official classifier 
and felt that breeders would give Mert 
the same support that he had been 
given during the past 17 years.

94TH ANNUAL MEETING 


The meeting was called to order by 
President Harry A. Herman at 9:00 
a.m. on Wednesday, May 12, 1971, 
Sea-Tac Motor Inn, Seattle, Washing- 
ton. The invocation was given by 
Darrell Ehrlich, Lincoln, Nebr., Tri- 
States territory. Max L. Dawdy read 
the Call to the Annual Meeting as 
published in the April 7, 1971 Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal. 

President Herman then called upon 
Lewis Van Mersbergen, Will-O-West 
Guernsey Farm, Lynden, to present 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
Distinguished Service Award to George 
M. Dynes, Mount Vernon, Washington. 
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George M. Dynes 


Today, we honor a man who has 
been a prime mover and a leader in the 
poultry, the dairy industry and the 
Guernsey breed. George M. Dynes was 
born in New Westminster, B.C., 
Canada and graduated in agriculture in 
1926 from the University of British 
Columbia. 

In 1939 George started building his 
Riverview Farms registered Guernsey 
herd. He selected Cloverleaf Skagit 
Prince, an intensely linebred 
“Traveler” bull and 14 head of females 
from Valley Gem Farms as _ his 
foundation herd. 

The two most important cow 
families developed at Riverview 
stemmed from Valley Gem Colorful 
and Cloverleaf Rose’s Bonita. They 
both became Gold Star Dams and 
“Colorful” had one daughter, and 
“Bonita” two, that went on to also 
become Gold Star Dams. Prior to 
dispersing the herd in 1963 George 
developed six Gold Star Dams, two 
AGCC Gold Star Sires and Riverview 
Illeta’s Prince, an AI Silver Star Sire. 
The herd for nearly a quarter century 
was on continuous test and was 
classified 11 times. Throughout the 
years several class leaders and 
Excellent cows were developed. 
George was a Gold Star Guernsey 
breeder for three consecutive years 
prior to selling the herd. 

He became a lifetime member of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club in 
1942. He served as a director of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club from 
1961-1964, and was president and 
director of Production Credit 
Association for 18 years from 
1942-1960. George is a past president 
of Catholic Charities and has a 
Director Degree in the Knights of 
Columbus. 

He served as president and director 
of the Skagit County and Washington 
State Guernsey Breeders’ Associations, 
president of the Washington Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association and president 
of Arown Dairy, distributors of 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY Milk. 

George has been president of the 
Washington State Dairymen’s 
Association and a director of the 
Washington State Dairymen’s 
Federation. He served as a director of 
Skagit County Service to Elderly 
People and a director of Skagit County 
Improvement Association. George was 
elected to the Washington Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association Hall of Fame 
in 1962. 

He is at present a director and 
vice-president of Inland Empire 
Waterways Association, president of 
Port of Skagit County, active in the 
National Poultry Association and 
operates a hatchery and 40,000 
chickens. Since 1962 he has been a 
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Ben Friedrichs, Bow, Wash., chairman of 
the Elections Committee, makes his report.

George and his wife, Reba, have 
four children, all college graduates. 
Joyce Crafton is presently teaching in 
elementary school and adult classes, 
and is the mother of two children; Sue 
Minton is in charge of child welfare 
and adoption in Skagit County and is 
the mother of two children; John 
Dynes is civilian purchasing agent for 
the U.S. Army and the father of three 
children, and Irene Dynes is director 
of medical records at a medical center 
in Seattle.

Yesterday, 
Elmer Meadows and I spent some time 
at Puyallup and looked over the fine 
group of cattle assembled for the 
Convention Sale and our First Nation- 
al Heifer Sale.

The animals 
in the First National Heifer Sale, in my 
opinion, are the best animals for their 
age group from the standpoint of 
production, ancestry, depth of breed- 
ing and desirable conformation, ever 
assembled in America. The Sale Com- 
mittee has done an outstanding job. 
We thank the members for their ef- 
forts and we know you are going to 
like these cattle and it’s a rare privilege 
to be able to pick from so many truly 
good ones in one spot. This First 
National Heifer Sale means much to 
the future of our National Guernsey 
Youth program. When the bidding 
starts, let’s make known our apprecia- 
tion in more than words! 


Your Club 


It is customary for the president, as 
spokesman for the members of the 
Board of Directors who are charged 
with the responsibility of Club affairs 
to report to the membership at the 
annual meeting. My comments will be 
brief because you have the 94th An- 
nual Report of the Club and Golden 
Guernsey, Inc., in your hands and it 
gives you the information in detail. I 
am sure you will find this report more 
gratifying than some in the past few 
years. I would like to comment on a 
few items: 


Registrations were up about nine 
percent over 1969. This was in part 
due to a “catch-up” program in effect 
from May 20 to December 1, 1970. 

Provisional Registration was ap- 
proved May 20, 1970 and became 
effective July 1, 1970. To date, 191 
females have qualified for Provisional 
Registration and 147 of their female 
offspring have been recorded in the 
Herd Register. 

Membership in the Club — You no 
doubt have noted the fact that 145 
new memberships were issued during 
1970. This is the highest number for 
any year during the past five years. To 
us it demonstrates confidence in the 
Guernsey breed and the Club pro- 
grams. We need to continually add to 
our membership and we urge every 
person here to do a bit of “arm 
twisting” if he has a neighbor with 
registered cattle that doesn’t belong to 
the Club. 


Consolidation of Field Territories — 
In any well run business it is necessary 
to keep income and expenses in proper 
relation to each other. Your Board and 
the Peterborough staff have realigned 
several territories this past year with 
the idea of keeping the volume of 
income produced from registrations, 
transfers and Golden Guernsey royal- 
ties in proper perspective to the cost 
of service. We feel this is a step 
necessary for continuation of service 
to Guernsey breeders. We also feel that 
it is our duty to see that the necessary 
service, in cooperation with state or- 
ganizations, is provided in each area. 

Balancing our Budget — A glance at 
the financial statement shows we came 
out in the black last year. In fact to 
the tune of over $38,000. This did not 
just happen—nor is all of it due to 
increased income from registrations 
and transfers. Additional revenue 
comes from renting unneeded space in 
our Headquarters Building and sharing 
the cost of our computer with other 
concerns. 

Faced with increasing costs and a 
declining income, your Board and 
particularly your staff has adopted a 
philosophy of producing revenue 
with the facilities at our command, 
and reducing costs and initiating eco- 
nomics in operation wherever possible 
without sacrificing the quality of ser- 
vice. 

The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, 
printed in our own plant, had a good 
year with over 100 pages more paid 
advertising than in 1969. We appre- 
ciate this support from breeders and 
urge you to continue. Also our thanks 
to Dick Price and his staff. 

Production — During the past 10 
years the production per cow has 
increased at the annual rate of about 
180 pounds of milk and six and 
one-half pounds of butterfat. Th:

increase is encouraging but only about 
the average for all dairy cows in the 
United States. We must direct our full 
efforts to raising the milk production 
level of our breed. 

Last night we honored Lawrence 
Colebank for the dynamic job he has 
done in changing the form of our 
Guernsey cow in a span of 17 years. 
We have the pattern established for 
cows that will produce and wear. The 
job ahead is cut out for us. 

Function of your Association — As 
set forth in the Preamble of the 
Constitution, the function of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club is the 
establishment and maintenance of a 
Herd Register and improvement of the 
breed. More specificially, banded to- 
gether as we are, the function in 
addition to the maintenance and jeal- 
ously guarding the ingrity of the Herd 
Register, is the providing of a climate 
where Guernsey cattle can be im- 
proved, promoted, and their product, 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY Milk, utilized 
for the welfare of all concerned. 

We must work together — A breed 
association can be no more effective 
than the cooperation and support sup- 
plied by its members. The Board of 
Directors, and your staff—capable and 
devoted as these people are—cannot do 
the job alone. We must depend upon 
Guernsey breeders to complete regis- 
try and transfer applications on time, 
follow a production testing program 
and uphold the integrity of our breed 
with respect to all cattle sales and 
transactions. 

One of our most urgent needs is the 
sampling development of more young 
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sires that can improve the production 
and wearing qualities of our cattle. 
You are all familiar with this program. 
We have the best tools available in our 
history to evaluate sires. The job of 
sampling and developing breed- 
improving sires depends in no small 
extent upon the participation of 
breeders. This program is high on the 
priority list of our Club program. 


Natural High-Solids Milk — Guern- 
sey milk is the best flavored milk in 
the world. It is high in natural solids. 
We hope to capitalize on these merits 
more in the days ahead than we have 
in the past. Under the guidance of Ed 
Smith, our director of Golden Guern- 
sey, Inc., new approaches and develop- 
ment of new markets will be under- 
taken. Guernsey breeders are urged to 
participate in the work of their co- 
operative milk marketing associations 
in providing a place for GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY Milk. We must not sit by 
and find ourselves squeezed out of 
milk marketing channels. 


Youth Programs — We must con- 
tinually encourage and assist young 
people in their efforts with Guernsey 
cattle. Our future of tomorrow de- 
pends upon many of the fine young 
people, who are enrolled in programs 
now underway, becoming breeders of 
Guernsey cattle in the future. No 
phase of our program is more impor- 
tant than our youth activities and we 
urge every Guernsey breeder to do his 
bit at the local, state and national 
level. 

The Guernsey Foundation — Last 
year your Club established a Guernsey

Foundation. It is just getting under- 
way. Its purpose is to build a fund that 
can be utilized to support research in 
problem areas of our breed: 

(a) We have long supported the 
Blood and Milk Typing project under- 
way at the University of Delaware and 
supporting institutions. We need to 
raise at least $25,000 this year to 
conclude this work which offers a new 
approach in appraising the genetic 
merit of breeding stock. 


(b) We need be concerned about 
fertility levels in our breed. This in- 
volves both males and females. We 
urgently need to get underway with 
research in this area and define the 
nature of lowered fertility so we can 
take corrective measures. 

(c) We need be concerned about the 
high mortality in dairy calves. Nearly 
20 percent of our calves die before 
reaching six months of age. Not over 
65 to 70 percent ever reach freshening 
age. 


Funds contributed to the founda- 
tion are tax exempt. The foundation 
has been properly and legally estab- 
lished from this standpoint. Any 
Guernsey breeder who wishes to make 
a lasting contribution to the Guernsey 
breed can do so through the founda- 
tion. We urge each of you to consider 
this en a current basis and in drawing 
up your will. 


Cooperation with other breeds — 
Your Club is cooperating fully with all 
other breed associations on programs 
and problems of mutual interest 
through the Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Association and in some cases directly. 
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We are ready to work together any- 
time efficiency and savings can be 
effected in our overall operations. In 
spite of the fact our position is defi- 
nitely now one of “stand on our own 
feet,” we have not closed the door on 
any type of collaboration that will 
improve our effectiveness. 


In the days ahead we must develop 
fully and capitalize on the assets of 
our breed in terms of cattle and milk. 
The pleasure that comes from working 
with living animals—the creation of 
superior animals by the application of 
sound breeding principles—the promul- 
gation of dependable “seed stock,” 
and animals that not only “pay at the 
pail” but wear well and reproduce 
regularly, is our continuing challenge. 


Our business as a breed organization 
not only involves cattle, it involves 
people. We are blessed with capable, 
sound-thinking people in this breed. I 
am very optimistic about our future 
because I know Guernsey breeders will 
meet the problems ahead and solve 
them with a new degree of success 
throughout the °’70s and the years 
ahead.

Executive Secretary Max Dawdy 
then introduced the AGCC staff mem- 
bers present and commented on the 
general status of the Guernsey com- 
munity in the total dairy industry. 


Comments By Max L. Dawdy 


Max Dawdy stated that although 
1970 had been a reasonably good year, 
this was already behind us and all 
present effort must be focused on 
setting and accomplishing new goals. 
One of the most important of these 
goals is a breed-wide challenge to 

d up the rate of increase in pro- 
duction and basic to this is a breed- 
wide implementation of young sire 
sampling. Statistics from the Club’s 


files and data presented by Dean Plow- 
man at the Educational Forum the 
= day on sire use confirm the 

reed has no alternative but to follow 
this route to remain in a strong com- 
petitive position. 

In regard to the milk program, 
Secretary Dawdy stated the Golden 
Guernsey program was first of all 
dependent upon a healthy total dairy 
industry and this is the concern of all 
dairymen as well as Guernsey owners. 
Aside from damage resulting from 
both realistic and unrealistic diet pres- 
sure, the total dairy industry must 
assume much of the responsibility in 
present fluid milk consumption due to 
low quality milk in regard to total 
milk-solids components. Properly con- 
ducted taste tests and surveys confirm 
that consumers prefer higher milk 
solids than normally available yet this 
is one area the total dairy industry has 
ignored and eventually must face. 
Therefore, every segment of the in- 
dustry, Guernsey producers included, 
must bring pressure to encourage high- 
er minimum standards for market milk 
in an attempt to bolster milk con- 
sumption. Evidence points to the value 
in today’s economy of milk standards 
oriented to levels produced by the 
naturally high-solids breeds. He also 
stated that in today’s competition 
the Golden Guernsey program, as all 
other Club programs, must be under 
constant evaluation to revise as need 
arises, and numerous revisions had 
been accomplished during the past 
year. 


Election to Board of Directors 


The report of the Elections Com- 
mittee was made by Chairman Ben 
Friedrichs, Bow, Washington. Other 
members of the committee were 
Robert Pritzl, New Plymouth, Idaho, 
Lewis Van Mersbergen, and Scottie

DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 
AWARD 


Henderson Stockton 


At the 86th Meeting of The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club, Henderson 
Stockton made the presentation of the 
Distinguished Service Award to the 
late W. T. McClelland. It is fitting that 
at the 94th Meeting, Mr. McClelland’s 
son, Norman P. McClelland, should 
make the presentation to Henderson 
Stockton. 


The man we honor today, Hender- 
son Stockton, has devoted a half cen- 
tury to breeding registered Guernseys 
and in 1964 he was honored at a stag 
dinner celebrating his Golden Anniver- 
sary as a distinguished lawyer. To do 
justice to this man’s career and accom- 
plishments would require a book, but 
in this short time we shall attempt to 
highlight some of his interesting and 
colorful life experiences.

Henderson was born September 21, 
1892 in Fentress County, Tenn., and 
was one of nine children. His parents 
were progressive and provided each 
with an education which would carry 
them into dignified professions. His 
father provided a private school on the 
Stockton farm during the three 
months of summer vacation. One sum- 
mer he brought in two professors from 
Harvard, another summer there were 
two from Yale and still another sum- 
mer a professor from Stanford. This 
schooling was good enough so that 
young Henderson was accepted as a 
student in the Stanford Law School, 
however, he didn’t enroll there, but 
went to the University of Southern 
California in Los Angeles. 

In 1913 he graduated from the 
University of Southern California with 
a bachelor of laws degree, and in 1914 
he received the degree of master of 
laws. He practiced law in California for 
three years and in 1916, he was 
admitted to practice law in the federal 
courts of Arizona. In 1917, he became 
a member of the State Bar of Arizona 
and in 1925 he was admitted to 
practice before the United States Su- 
preme Court.

Henderson was one of the 15 orga- 
nizers of the Trojan Club at the 
University of Southern California and 
for more than a dozen years, at differ- 
ent times, he has been president of the 
University of Southern California 
Alumni Club. He ran twice for Dem- 
ocratic U. S. Senator from Arizona. He 
is a 32 degree member of the Tucson 
Consistory of The Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemason- 
ry since 1917. He was for many years 
a member of the Lions Club. In 1970 
Henderson was awarded a Certificate 
of Merit by the State Bar of Arizona 
for SO years of loyal service. 

He was connected, as a substantial 
stockholder and attorney with the 
Pacific Construction Company and the 
Pacific Paving Company which built 
millions of dollars worth of roads and 
streets in Arizona and California. To- 
gether with his brother, Henry, he 
farmed large acreage of cotton and 
other crops. Henderson has partici- 
pated in the trials of a great many of 
the larger and more important cases in 
the courts of Arizona and other states. 
He was one of the developers of the 
Arizona Biltmore Hotel. He still owns 
the original organizer’s share of stock 
in the Phoenix Country Club, the 
greatest club in Arizona and equal to 
the best found anywhere. 

Mr. Stockton has been genuinely 
interested in registered Guernseys even 
before his college days. He has been 
president and secretary of the Arizona 
Guernsey Cattle Club at different 
times for as many as 20 years. He 
became a lifetime member of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club in 
1950. Henderson was the organizer of 
the first cow testing association in 
Arizona. He made the first Guernsey 
record on official test in excess of 700 
Ibs.; bred the first Guernsey class 
leader, and the first cow ever classified 
Excellent in Arizona. He has been an 
active participant in shows and en- 
couraged others to show; many times 
showing for other breeders animals 
that would not have been at the 
shows. His cow, Arizona Farms Jane 
made the highest 305—2x butterfat 
record in Arizona, regardless of breed.

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QUAIL ROOST — PAST, PRESENT And FUTURE 


In 1878, the ‘“‘Quail Roost Hunt 
Club” was organized by a group 
of prominent tobacco manufac- 
turers. Among them were James 
B. Duke, who endowed Duke 
University, and C. W. Toms, who 
later became president of Liggett 
& Myers Tobacco Co., and 
George W. Watts of the American 
Tobacco Company. They paid 
the taxes for the quail hunting 
rights on 10,000 acres. As the 
tobacco interests moved to New 
York City, the Club was taken 
over by John Sprunt Hill, father 
of Watts Hill. Following Hill’s 
graduation from the University 
of North Carolina Law School, 
the old, worn-out tobacco and 
cotton plantation of 831 acres 
was turned over to him by his 
father. 


In 1926, the Club was converted 
into a dairy farm, “Quail 
Roost’s’” acreage was increased 
to 1,800, barns were built, a 
purebred Guernsey herd, was 
assembled, and the sale of 
Golden Guernsey milk began. It 
is interesting to note that some 


of the Guernseys at Quail Roost 
today trace back to old Hero of 
Beverly, a famous bull, recorded 
in 4th Herd Register and owned 


by Hill’s great grandfather, 
Gerard S. Watts of Baltimore, a 
friend of the Merryman family. 
The fourth generation continues 
the bloodlines under the name 
‘Quail Roost Farms.” 


Hill served on the Executive 
Committee of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club from 1934 
to 1956, and through the years 
has always found time to work 
for the best interests of the 
Guernsey breed in the state and 
nation. 


In 1934, W. W. Fitzpatrick took 
over the management of Quail 
Roost. “Fitz,” former head of 
the Dairy Department at Clem- 
son College, S.C., and for 9 
years fieldman for The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, and later 
Sales Manager of Golden Guern- 
sey, Inc., throughout the United 
States, built the farm and herd 
into one of the outstanding 
operations of its kind in the 
country. 


“The Story of the Maxims,” by 


“Fitz,” and published in the 
April 15, 1958 Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal, gives the back- 
ground of the Quail Roost herd, 
based on the “‘Maxim”’ breeding, 
the show winnings and the 
successful Maxim auction sales 
held on the farm. 


The story of the Maxims, as a 
family in the Guernsey breed, is 
primarily the story of Maxim of 
Linda Vista and his two sons, 
High Point Prince Maxim and 
Maxim of Bournedale. A Quail 
Roost advertisement in the De- 
cember 15, 1938 Journal written 
by Fitzpatrick, reports how one 
of the breed’s finest judges, J. L. 
Hope, brought from England in 
1913 a heifer, Imp. Maid of 
Tranquil Dale 3d 48509, which 
became the eventual dam of 
Maxim of Linda Vista, sired by 
Don Filippo of Linda Vista 
25544, an intensely line-bred 
May Rose sire. 


Cavalier’s Helen 65648, by Lang- 
water Cavalier 21012 out of 
Helen of Ledyard 3d 65647, was 
born on April 15, 1915. “Desir- 
able udders were a characteristic 
of the animals in both sides of 
the pedigree.” 


High Point Prince Maxim 
104016, born June 1, 1924, 
often spoken of as the father of 
the Quail Roost Maxims, was by 
Maxim of Linda Vista and out of 
Cavalier’s Helen. 


September 26, 1930 was a red 
letter day for Quail Roost as, on 
the advice of William H. Gould, 
High Point Prince Maxim was 
purchased for $7,500 by “Fitz” 
for Quail Roost Farms from 
H. E. Boswell, Burkeville, Va. 
Mr. Boswell had originally pur- 
chased Prince Maxim in 1925 for 
$250. “His daughters out of 
Foremost dams were sensational 
as 2-year-olds, possessing to a 
rare degree, type and production, 
with unusually good udders.” 


“Fitz” continued his comments 
that the recognition of the 
Maxims as a family within the 
Guernsey breed started in 1938 
when the Farm held a birthday 
party, hay cake, and all, for old 
Prince Maxim, then 14 years old. 
Forty daughters, 4 sons, 4 


grandsons, together with their 
progeny, were shown to breeders 
from all over the South and East. 


In the fall of 1938, we purchased 
from George Newlin one of the 
twin sons, Cesor Noble Maxim, 
out of Bournedale’s Martha by 
Bournedale Noble. We started 
aggressive advertising of Maxims 
and urged other breeders with 
Maxim blood to do likewise. 
Clark Fleming, at Butler Island 
(later of Bayville), and Ralph 
Coarsey of Riegeldale, were the 
first to go along, followed by 
Bournedale, Dinsmore, Clear 
Springs and others. Recognition 
of the family really began with 
the Quail Roost Maxim Sales, 
starting in 1940. 


The Maxim Sales, held annually 
for 14 years at Quail Roost 
Farms, accepted animals only 
from breeders having accredited 
herds doing AR testing, all 
animals to be descended from 
Maxim of Linda Vista. This type 
of “family” sale had not been 
previously tried successfully. We 
had two objectives: (1) to pro- 
mote the Maxims and (2) to 
provide a market for small 
Maxim breeders who had good, 
clean stock for sale. These sales 
were successful beyond our ex- 
pectations. 


The first sale in 1940, averaged 
$444.90 for 49 head, rose to an 
average of $1,897.60 in 1945, 
the last sale being in 1953. 
Fourteen sales of 673 head 
brought $790,915 for an average 
of $1,175.20. 


In 1968, Quail Roost was for- 
tunate to obtain the services of 
Rowland Beauvais as manager. 
Rowland, a transplanted Yankee 
from Vermont, but with south- 
ern training, is well known by 
Guernsey breeders from coast to 
coast. His ability to get milk out 
of cows, his love of showing and 
his willingness to change with the 
times — box stalls are a thing of 
the past, “she must milk” — 
brings to Quail Roost the the 
quality of management it de- 
serves. 


In 1970, Quail Roost had more 
All-Americans than any other 
farm.

Fifty-eight head were 
offered under cover at the farm at 
Random Lake, Wis., on April 24 to a 
large crowd of anxious bidders. The 
sale, sponsored by the Wisconsin 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
started promptly at 12:30 p.m. and 
hammered out the last cow at 3:30 
p.m. to write a new chapter in Wiscon- 
sin Guernsey herd dispersals.

THE GUERNSEY HERD of J.C.

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Minnesota Annual Meeting 
By Leslie Peckham 


THE 1971 ANNUAL Meeting of the 
Minnesota Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion was one of the better meetings 
held in the past few years. Approxi- 
mately 110 people attended the ban- 
quet and afternoon program on March 
27. 

Earlier in the day, a delicious break- 
fast was served by Chris and Kay 
Skaar, Hayward, with the help of a 
few friends and relatives, at their home 
farm. About 50 dairymen, agents and 
friends enjoyed the fine hospitality. 

Immediately after breakfast, the 
group visited the Guernsey farms of 
the hosts, James Skaar, Albert Lea; 
Ashle Skaar, Hayward, and Phil Ten- 
nis, Hayward. The cattle were well 
prepared for the occasion and showed 
the deep pride these people have in 
their Guernseys. 


The business meeting was held in 
the Town Hall, Hayward, and the 
afternoon program and banquet were 
held at the Hayward Lutheran Church. 
Headquarters for the convention was 
at the Holiday Inn, in nearby Albert 
Lea. 


The Planning Committee, headed by 
Chris and Kay Skaar, had all the plans 
completely worked out in advance 
with all the events falling easily into 
place. Others on the committee were 
those whose farms were visited in the 
morning, with the help of the district 
secretaries, Mr. and Mrs. Ray Miller, 
Austin. 


President Earl Wachholz, Winona, 
capably handled all of the meetings. 
Dr. Robert W. Touchberry, head of 
the Department of Animal Science, 
University of Minnesota, was the key- 
note speaker of the day. His topic was 
entitled Livability of our Cattle, and 
by use of charts he brought the Guern- 
sey breeders a splendid informational 
message. Some of the outstanding 
points expressed by Dr. Touchberry 
were that Guernseys had an 18-percent 
livability rate in 1968-1969. He told 
how expensive it was for the dairymen 
of this country to lose their female 
calves at an early age, never reaching 
the production period of life. He 
suggested several things that would 
help alleviate some of the problems. In 
addition to ordinary cleanliness and 
better management practices, he sug- 
gested that dairymen should test more 
young sires, eliminating those with 
daughters having a weakness. The best 
grade animals of each breed should not 
be forgotten but used to strengthen 
the breed programs. He advocated 
provisional registration indicating that 
grade animals, in most instances, were 
about 99 percent pure in blood. He

suggested that dairymen watch out for 
close breeding as in most cases the 
closer the genetics, the higher the 
percentage of losses. He suggested that 
breeders install a strong sire mating 
program using the cooperation of as 


many breeders and affiliated industries 
as possible in promoting the idea. He 
challenged the Guernsey breeders to 
improve their breed programs as fast as 
possible as the dairy industry cannot 
afford to put all its emphasis on any 
one breed. He mentioned the Golden 
Guernsey program that The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club has established 
to improve the breed status, but ad- 
vised, if necessary, to be flexible to 
changes that would improve the 
breed’s position. 

Others on the program included 
Darrell Ehrlich, Golden Guernsey rep- 
resentative, who spoke chiefly on the 
A & E program announcing that 
Anderson and_ Erickson Dairy, 
Des Moines, ranked third in the United 
States in 1970, quite an achievement 
to the dairy which started only three 
years ago with the Guernsey milk 
label. Gid Marken, fieldman for Mid- 
American, and Marvin Peacock, field 
representative for A & E, were present 
to say a few words in behalf of the 
milk program, and spoke of their 
enjoyment in working with the Guern- 
sey producers. 

Pastor Earl Lund gave the invoca- 
tion and Mayor Virgil Noland, Hay- 
ward, welcomed the group to the city. 
Entertainment was provided by two 
young ladies, Gail Peterson, and Diane 
Thompson, both of Hayward, with a 
couple of guitar and vocal numbers.

REGINALD M. CLEVELAND, 
Randolph Center, Vt., a former 
aviation and automobile editor for the 
New York Times, an author, and an 
expert on the breeding of German 
shepherd dogs and Guernsey cattle, 
died April 30, at the age of 84 at 
Howell Pavilion in Randolph. 

Mr. Cleveland, known locally as 
Rex, moved to Randolph Center to 
farm after retiring in 1953 from a 
career with the Times. He was very 
active in town affairs in the years he 
was there, serving as president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Christian 
Brotherhood, director of the Rotary 
Club, chairman of the trustees of the 
Lamson-Howell Fund, and an articu- 
late participant in discussions of the 
University Club. He became secretary 
and treasurer of the Vermont Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association and winner 
of its Dunn Trophy for meritorious 
service. 

He was born in New York City 
November 6, 1886, the son of 
Treadwell and Evelyn (McIntosh) 
Cleveland. He received his bachelor’s 
degree from Yale in 1908 and was 
elected to the honorary Phi Beta 
Kappa Society. In 1911 he married 
Denise Goodhue. She died in 1966. 


He was a reporter and exchange 
editor for the old New York Evening 
Post from 1909 to 1912, when he 
became auto editor of the New York 
Times. He was promoted to assistant 
city editor of the Times in 1916, and 
in the next four years was an associate 
editor of Vanity Fair magazine. 

From 1920 to 1928 he was a 
freelance writer and a breeder of 
Guernsey cattle and German shepherd 
dogs, returning to the Times in 1928 
as copy editor and serving as aviation 
editor from 1929 to 1937. For the 
next four years, he switched to 
automobile editor and then to indus- 
trial advertising manager for 11 years. 
From 1952 until his retirement the 
next year he was assistant to the 
national advertising manager. He was a 
contributor to the Scientific Ameri- 
can, Country Gentleman, Parent’s 
Magazine, Boys’ Life, Esquire and 
other magazines. 

In 1957 Cleveland was elected by 
the National Aeronautic Association 
an Elder States of Aviation. Other 
activities in which Cleveland was 
involved before moving to Randolph 
Center included serving as president of 
the Greater New York Safety Council 
from 1951 to 1956; as trustee of the 
American Museum of Safety and 
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director of the Flight Safety Founda- 
tion, and trustee of the Association for 
the Protection of the Adirondacks. 

He was a member of the advisory 
board of the Aviation Department at 
Norwich University, past governor of 
the Vermont Society of Colonial Wars, 
a life member of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, a life and 
honorary member of the Dog Club of 
America, a Vermont trustee of the 
Eastern States Exposition, and a 
former president of the Greater 
Vermont Association. 

Cleveland is survived by two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Evelyn Warren, Albuquer- 
que, N. Mex. and Mrs Denise Mahoney 
of Williamstown; a son, Reginald, Jr., 
of Arlington, Tex.; six grandchildren 
and six great grandchildren. A son, 
Charles, died in 1964.

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A Tribute to 
Dr. William E. Petersen 


THE MINNESOTA, United States, 
and world dairy industries lost a de- 
voted champion when Dr. W. E. Peter- 
sen passed away March 13, at age 79. 

Dr. Petersen was an intimate part of 
an industry with ramification that 
ranged from cows on farms to milk- 
based baby food formulas; from barn- 
yard philosophy to scientific lectures; 
from milk delivered in goatskin 
pouches or stainless steel transports. 

Born in Pine City, Minn., of Danish 
parents, Dr. Petersen milked cows as a 
boy on his parents’ farm and won- 
dered how green grass became milk. 
After high school graduation he 
worked at a local creamery for two 
years before enrolling in the University 
of Minnesota. At the University he was 
tutored by three of the most eminent 
dairy scientists of their day: T.L. 
Haecker, H.H. Kildee, and C.H. 


Eckles. He earned the B.S. in 1916, 
the M.S. in 1917, and the Ph.D. in 
1928 from the University of Minne- 
sota. 

Following three years as Dairy Ex- 


tension specialist in Kansas, Dr. Peter- 
sen joined the University Dairy Hus- 
bandry staff in 1921 and retired in 
1960 at age 68. This man, so affec- 
tionately known by close associates as 
“Doc Pete,” left many marks on the 
dairy industry. Foremost are the many 
students he advised including hundreds 
of undergraduates. Of the 86 Ph.D. 
degrees awarded in Dairy Husbandry 
between 1925 and 1961, Dr. Petersen 
was adviser to 34 and co-adviser to 
two others. 

Among his scientific achievements 
Dr. Petersen authored a paper in 1922 
concerned with identification of cattle 
through nose prints. 

He was concerned about making 
official milk testing more accurate and 
easy. He determined the effects of 
using adulterated sulfuric acid to de- 
termine milk fat test values. He also 
developed a detergent system to deter- 
mine fat content in milk. 

He devised a method to derive 
constants to evaluate feedstuffs mone- 
tarily based on their energy and pro- 
tein contents. Energy and protein are 
the two major items of cost in all 
animal rations and the dietary needs 
which require most attention. 

He was one of the first workers to 
outline the importance of animals’ 
thyroid function to growth, reproduc- 
tion, and milk production. 

He pioneered work on the relation- 
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ship of hypocalcemia and milk fever in 
cows that contributed to an under- 
standing of this disease and led to 
effective therapy. 

He was among the first to show that 
cows synthesized milk between 
milkings—not at milking time—and 
that there is an inverse relationship 
between the secretion pressure built 
up between milkings and milk secre- 
tion rate. 

In 1929, his milk secretion research 
led to the first use of heart-lung 
preparations to keep severed udders of 
cows alive. From this preparation he 
learned details about milk let-down 
and hold-up as well as about synthesis 
of the various components of milk. His 
use of radioactive elements in this 
work was the first in his department. 
He was supported by an A.E.C. grant, 
also a first for the department. 

He was so well accomplished in the 
art of artificial induction of lactation 
that he caused steers and bulls to give 
milk by harmonal treatments. 

He was a leader in research con- 
cerned about how barn and feed odors 
got into milk. 

Dr. Petersen’s work on bovine mas- 
titis received a special appropriation 
from the Minnesota Legislature. This 
work included detection, prevention, 
etiology, and therapy of mastitis. 

Milking machine manufacturers val- 
ued his counsel in the development of 
machines and their proper use. 

He was involved in the first repro- 
ductive physiology work in the Dairy 
Husbandry Department. His work with 
male and female reproduction in- 
cluded such exotic topics as superovu- 
lation, estrual recycling, and ova trans-

plantation. Through his encourage- 
ment and counsel the section of the 
University Animal Science Department 
conducting research in semen produc- 
tion and preservation has become 
world renowned. 

He pioneered methods of pasture 
management, the shift to feeding green 
chop and complete stored feeding, and 
the use of loose housing and milking 
parlors. 

He was a student of animal 
phsychology and knew about “peck 
order” behavior among the matrons of 
the bovine society of the barnyard. 

Dr. Petersen and his colleague, Dr. 
Barry Campbell, developed the “Im- 
mune milk concept.” This concept 
embraced the theory that antigens in 
the udder formed specific antibodies 
prepartum, and to a lesser extent, 
throughout lactation. They believed 
that these antibodies, when adminis- 
tered orally, would prevent or cure the 
disease caused by the specific antigen 
in question. The concept included 
theories about the etiology of certain 
human diseases and immunological re- 
actions which were contrary to con- 
ventional thinking. Many serious prob- 
lems remain to be solved before im- 
mune milk becomes a commercial real- 
ity; however, his ideas and the possible 
applications of immune milk might 
someday become the most significant 
of his many contributions to the dairy 
industry. 

All This seems too much for one 
man to have accomplished. And, Doc 
Pete would be the first to acknowledge 
contributions from his many, devoted, 
ambitious, industrious coworkers. 

This Minnesota farm boy from Pine 
City came a long way. He traveled to 
the British Isles in 1947 and to New 
Zealand and Australia in 1948 and 
1955 to consult about dairy produc- 
tion problems and to lecture. He also 
lectured in Sweden, Denmark, Ger- 
many, Peru, and other countries. He 
was elected to the Royal Swedish 
Academy in Agriculture. The King of 
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Denmark knighted him in 1952. He 
was elected president of the American 
Dairy Science Association in 1949. 
That association conferred upon him 
the Borden Award in Dairy Production 
in 1942, the first Outstanding Teacher 
Award in Dairy Production in 1956, 
and the Award of Honor in 1960. The 
American Society for Animal Produc- 
tion honored him 1956 with the Mor- 
rison Award. His portrait hangs in the 
Dairy Shrine Club and in the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota Livestock Hall of 
Fame. He is also listed in Who’s Who 
in American Men of Science, and 
among the “One Hundred Living Great 
in Minnesota.” 

He was a member of the American 
Dairy Science Association, American 
Society of Animal Science, American 
Association for Advancement of Sci- 
ence, the American Chemical Society, 
American Physiological Society, as 
well as Sigma Xi, Gamma Sigma Delta, 
Alpha Zeta, and Gamma Alpha. He 
was a member and past president of 
the University of Minnesota Science 
Club. 

Dr. W. E. Petersen is survived by his 
widow, three sons, two daughters, and 
13 grandchildren. Throughout his 


career he received strong support from 
his wife and family. 

Dr. Petersen leaves behind a great 
tradition of scholarly thought and 
scientific achievement. He contributed 
much to reducing the cost of produc- 


ing high quality milk. He was a keen 
student of coronary heart disease liter- 
ature. He repeatedly challenged those 
who recommended deleting animal 
products containing saturated fats and 
cholesterol from human diets because 
of alleged contributions to the inci- 
dence of heart disease. 

The Animal Science Department of 
the University of Minnesota would like 
to nurture the Petersen way of doing 
things. To this end, the W. E. Petersen 
Memorial Fund has been created. 
Money from this fund will be used to 
establish an annual lecture series, The 
W.E. Petersen Memorial Lecture. 
Guest speakers renowned in their areas 
of animal science, will be invited to 
the University of Minnesota.

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Dairymen Wear Many Hats

MOST AMERICAN DAIRY farmers 
can easily remember the days, not too 
long ago, when their role in life was to 
maintain a good herd of dairy cows, 
produce quality milk, and send that 
milk along to their processor and 
distributor for handling and selling. 
How things have changed in recent 
years! 

Like it or not, the dairy farmer is 
the wearer of many hats, for he no 
longer is merely a producer, but a 
full-fledged businessman, totally in- 
volved in every phase of milk produc- 
tion, sales, marketing and in legistative 
matters. He also is deeply concerned 
with the shaping of public opinion 
relating to milk, is involved in new 
research for dairy foods, and is 
genuinely concerned and enmeshed in 
the ever-present problems of other 
food and beverage competition facing 
milk. He also has become a semi- 
expert in the field of advertising and 
merchandising, something he never 
dreamed would be a necessity a few 
years back. 

It is a rare dairyman indeed who is 
not a part of such activities, and many 
more, for the pressures and demands 
of modern-day business have broad- 
ened the scope of his daily life to 
include engagement in city, county, 
state and national dairy affairs, yes, 
even of a worldwide scope. He is 
investing his dollars in more than 
on-the-farm production, for he has 
come to accept the facts of life today 
that he must be engaged in following 
his milk from farm to market, to 
insure the sale and use of milk and 
milk products. What a far cry from 
yesterday! 

Every state now has dairy farmers 
who serve as officers, directors and 
leaders on cooperative boards, on 
marketing boards, with legislative 
groups, and sales, marketing and 
advertising organizations. All in addi- 
tion to the traditional farm groups he 
has long been supporting and working 
with. Dairymen today can talk with 
authority and knowledge about radio 
and television advertising schedules, 
about point-of-sale merchandising of 
dairy foods in supermarkets, about the 
need for product, nutrition and 
market research, about consumer atti- 
tudes, and consumer preferences. He is 
aware of public relations programs for 
the diet-heart problems, for pricing, 
and he knows the story of the Four 
Basic Food Groups, in which dairy 
foods play such a permanent role. In 


short, he has graduated from being a 
figure in the background, tied down to 
the dairy farm, to one of stature and 
knowledge in all concepts of his 
industry, so necessary today for mere 
survival. 

This does not mean that the average 
dairyman has become, or must be a 
true expert in all these related tasks 
within the dairy industry. It does 
mean, however, he must be knowl- 
edgeable enough to be able to 
recognize the need today to be a part 
of the business world, and to under- 
stand the many facets which make up 
milk production, processing and mar- 
keting. He has to be able to “call his 
own shots,” and to stimulate the 
necessary programs required to main- 
tain the dairy industry on a healthy, 
businesslike level. 

Gone is the image of the old- 
fashioned dairy farmer, who worked 
with buckets and cans, and who 
seldom left his farm or nearby 
community. Today’s dairyman drives 
and flies through his state and through 
the nation, sometimes, to lend his 
knowledge and strength in programs of 
benefit to all in dairying. Meeting 
together in board and organizational 
activities, the 1971 dairy farmer is 
responsible for the expenditures of 
hundreds of thousands and even 
millions of dollars for programming, 
for advertising, for research, for 
legislative activities, for 
education ...all for the continuing 
good future of milk and the dairy 
industry. 

Dairymen today are working even 
longer hours than ever before, and not 
all of them on the farm. They have 
joined their fellow dairymen to make 
their industry competitive, more 
aggressive and consumer-oriented. It 
takes a lot of know-how to wear as 
many hats as does a dairy farmer, and 
he’s doing it. 

You might say the American dairy- 
men are the cream of the crop. The 
best.
